Victoria, April 15—According to Pekin 


and Tien Tsin advices it is generally 
believed among the foreign element in 
Pekin that the seizure of Kaao Chou, 
November, 1897, by Germany was the 
first step towards a realization of a 
scheme of the kaiser to place a German 
king on Chinese soil. Prince Henry 
was to be the king. The occupation of 
the interior is a direct move to this 
effect.

Washington, April 15.—Secretary Alger 


returned last night from Cuba and Porto 
Rico, where he spent the last three weeks 
making a personal investigation of con- 
ditions in those islands. In an interview 
last night Secretary Alger said: "I had 
no adequate idea of the wonderful possi- 
bilities of Cuba and Porto Rico before 
my personal investigation, and I return 
to Washington with renewed faith. Ail 
that 1 ever imagined has been more than 
realized. Under no circumstances would 
I now consent fo the surrender of Porto 
Rico, which is now our territory, nor 
would I place the slightest check upon 
the great work which is being done for 
Cuba. The duty we have taken upon 
ourselves of homing Cuba in trust for 
civilization is a noble one."

HE WISHES TO DIE, 


Declares the President was to Allow 


Him a Public Trial, Which was Re- 


fused. His Wife.and Lawyer 


are His Champions. 


Paris, April 15—Eclairs publishes 


this morning a report from Governor 
Deniel of Ceyenne of the reception by 
Dreyfus of the news of the revision oJ 
his case. Dreyfus, it is said, has writ- 
ten his wife that he wished to commit 
suicide. When asked to testify he said 
he had nothing to say. He did not re- 
member anything. 
He once told 
a 


physician attending him: "They are 
afraid my family will betray famous 
incriminating letters; they are afraid ! 
the kaiser will get to know It. But they j 
are not afraid my wife will take our j 
two children and throw herself at the 
feet of the emperor and ask him for 
justice." 


Dreyfus told Governor Deniel he had 


not anything to say to the court of 
cassation. On November 24, 1898, he 
wrote the governor that when he was 
tried he asked M. Casimir Perier, then 
president of the French republic, for 
a 
public trial which M. Casimir 


Perier promised him. under which con- 
ditions Dreyfus swore to observe, but 
publicity was not granted though why, 
he does not know. Dreyfus has re- 
peatedly said his defense was in the 
hatids of bis wife and Lawyer De- 
magri.

doubiedlj a Book of*the Bank. 


Considered a Decided Victory 


For the Prosecution, 


mil MVIEI*;

day's proceedings in the trial of ex- 
TJnited States Senator Quay opened with 
the continued examination of William 
E. Hagan, the handwriting expert, 
i 


Mr.Quay entered the courtroom 10 


minutes before the opening, and taking 
his accustomed seat, conversed with the 
expert accountant engaged by the de- 
fense. 
It became apparent upon the 


arrival of Mr. Quay's counsel that at 
almost any stage of the proceedings 
would come the battle over the admis- 
sion of the "red book.-" Mr. Watson and 
Mr. Shapley went carefully over its 
pages, and made copious notes there- 
from. 
. 
. 


As the trial proceeded, persistent, keen 


and brilliant argument developed be- 
tween District Attorney Rothermel on 
the one side, and Messrs. Watson, Shap- 
ley and Shields on the'other, upon the 
admission of testimony which may go 
a long way to establish the alleged\ 
guilt of Mr. Quay, and it culminated in 
a decided victory for the prosecution. 


The "red book" found in Cashier Hop- 


kins' desk after hip suicide, and upon 
t}ve admission of which the common- 
wealth so largely rests its ease, was the 
shaft the district attorney aimed at tho 
defence. 
To pave the way for the final 


effort to introduce the book Itself, he 
succeeded, after frequent clashes with 
the opposing counsel, sometl.rnes fritter 
and personal, in presenting expert tes- 
timony to prove that the book was neces- 
sarily a book of the bank, as accounts 
in the books admitted under the court's? 
ruling would be made intelligible by the 
"red book." 


Before starting his examination, Mr. 


Rothermel rtsad to the court a statement 
of what he intended to prove. 
The ex- 


pert, he said, had made a thorough ex- 
amination of all the books in the case. 
He found that previous to April HO, 1891, 
the People's bank paid interest on the 
state deposit to the state treasurer; that 
records of such payments were kept in a 
regular way on the books of the bank. • 
After April 39, 1891, when Mr. Hopkins 
appeared on theecene, a new system was 
adopted. 
This entailed the addition of 


another book, now known as the "red 
book," to the books heretofore kept by 
the bank. 


Meyer Goldsmith* an expert accofiht- 


ant, was the witness upon which the 
commonwealth depended to accomplish 
its contention, 'During the whole course 
of the expert'? examination, objection 
after objection was made: by the de- 
fense, and as frequently overruled by 
Judge Biddle, while the district attorney 
in logical sequence drew from the wit- 
ness his conclusions as to the book, based 
upon a comparison of what was written 
on its pages with what appeared in the 
other books. 
After it , was all over, 


.four hours of examination and cross- 
examination, interspersed with 
argu- 


ment, this much was sworn to by tha 
witness:

Two accounts of iipwa'rds of $1000 In 


the regular books were incomplete and 
inaccurate, unless explained by entries 
in the "red book." 
One was an item for 


$1519, entered in the individual ledger 
to the credit of the person who received 
it. 
The. witness .was. not, permitted to 


designate the person by name. 
He 


found this item on tha stub of the cash- 
ier's check book, but what it represented 
he could not say until he liad examined 


i the calculations in the "red took." Here 


he found the amount entered, and the 
indications that it had been paid by the 
cashier's check oa Nov. 4,1897. 


Another item of $'5532.10 he found in tha 


regular book, dated May 24, 1894, and 
found the sarne item in the red book 
dated Oct. 20, 1S94. 
He stated that 


there were other entries in the red book 
which explained transaction's in the 
regular book, but the 
two instances 


• specified were the only ones in which he 


could reach accurate conclusions as to 
their nature and purpose. 


Mr. Goldsmith said that when he first 


opened the "red book"" he did not con- 
sider it a book of the bank, but when he 
compared the calculations entered on 
its pages with .the transactions in the 
other books, he was forced to consider 
it a book of the bank. He explained this 
by saying that prior to 1891 calculations 
such as appeared in the'"red book" were 
regularly entered in the ledger, but since 
then the "red book" had been substi- 
tuted and fulfilled and fixed the same 
results.

During the cross-examination of the 


witness, which was conducted by Mr. 
Shields, he testified to a page which was 
missing. 
The defense repeatedly en- 


deavored to get from him the statement 
that there might have been figures and 
words on that page which would clearly 
explain the entries ton the other pages 
and that the book as it now stands is 
undesirable. 
This wag ruled out, fol- 


lowing an objection by the district at 
torney. 
This would seem to indlcat' 


that when the final effort to present thi 
book in evidence comes, the defense will 
make another determined opposition to 
it on that ground,; even If the court 
should decide that with relation to the 
transactions testified to it if a book of 
the bank.

Lady Emeline Lewes is not young,

The latter, when 
she is at home, wears around her waist 
a string of wooden beads about ten feet 
long. She is encompassed with symbols, 
the roost extraordinary of which is a 
representation of the crucifixion placed 
npside down.

evening. She arrived at dusk, alter the 
visiting hour had passed.

" PORTO RICAN ODDITIES." 


ol the Sfailvs Fire 


and Police Department*. 


The Porto Ricans, our new felloT 


citizens by act of congress, are finall of 
stature; the American soldiers are 
giants in comparison. Tho upper dasf,e.i 
are Spaniards and dwell in houses; tho 
middle clatses live in shanties, and tte 
lower classes—the peons—exist where 
convenient.

They work about fdur 
months in the year, that is to say, in 
the sugar cane cutting season, and sp?nd 
the other eight months playing "loo" 
and other games, including a sort of 
roulette. They quarrel frequently while 
gambling, and then the machete, which 
ruost of them carry under their shirts, 
comes into play, and they slash each 
other without mercy. Bnt as a rule the 
Porto Bican is inoffensive.

Be- 
fore the American occupation a detect- 
ive department existed under a chief.

That tl»r« to at present considerable 


expansion sentiment in the country— we 
mean » sentiment favoring the acquir- 
ing of territory for purely commercial 
possibilities— no Impartial and candid 
observer will tall to note or will hesi- 
tate to admit But the candid observer 
will hasten to assure you that this 
commercial sentiment Is not the cause 
of this nation's attitude to the terri- 
tory which has recently come under 
Its protection. He will point out to you 
the iutBuUest fact of the present con- 
dition of affairs, which la, that, no 
matter what the purpose or hopes of 
the prospecting supporter of the ad- 
mlnistration, the administration's pol- 
icy derives its warrant from a sense 
of national duty and dignity, deep- 
mated in the mass of the people, who 
have not any hope of financial benefit 
from United States control of Cuba, 
Porto Rico or the Philippines, let if 
this observer have sound philosophyhe 
will prove to you that duty well dis- 
charged always brings its material 
reward. He will have reason to go still 
further and contend that it is quite 
difficult, if not impossible, to proceed 
very far in search for purely material 
ends without accomplishing as much 
for the non-material. The material and 
the non-material are as inseparably 
linked together as cause and effect and 
are just as transposable. But we mean 
to speak of other things. 


The popular argument in favor of 


territorial acquisition is that new fields 
for effort must be found, that the 
home field is pretty well worked. The 
usual argument to offset this is that 
tho land area of the United States is 
capable of supporting an immensely more 
numerous population than the popula- 
tion which now inhabits it. Both argu- 
ments are demonstrably true though 
one seems to be destructive 
of the 


other. It seems to us that what we are 
facing now, and what the material ex- 
pansionists are anxious to get relief 
from, is what may be called artificial 
limitation of opportunity. We are re- 
galed day after day with statistics to 
prove that labor is being better paid 
than ever before and that the oppor- 
tunity for labor is rapidly increasing. 
We are frequently 
confronted with 


tables showing the fabulous wealth of 
the country, the prodigious output of 
the country's industries and the enor- 
mous produce of the country's agricul- 
ture. Over against these we have to set 
the continuous fight of labor unions

How comes this to be so? We know 


of no answer unles's it be because of 
the restricted opportunity attendant 
upon 'our industrial system and the 
gigantic plan ore which it is organized. 
This system has made individual effort 
both impossible and impracticable. The 
individual must wait on the will of the 
large industrial concern in which and 
to which he has surrendered his in- 
dividuality. He is Invariably without 
means to go in search for or to open up 
new" avrnues for his effort, and he is 
Invariably without 
the training to 


make himself economically valuable in 
any fleid of labor but the one he finds 
himself in. Consequently his \vorld is 
Impassably bounded, though square 
tiles of virgin soil and hundreds of 
•ntouched mines lie contiguous to his 
dwelling. 


And the capitalistic owner of the 


large concern IB no better off com- 
paratively than the individual whose 
initiative has been swallowed up in the 
gigantic enterprise. 
The mill doors 


will, only lie open for such length of 
tiro*- at bu»inei» Judgment determines. 
frtitn th« surplus product h«a accumu- 
lated to ft certain limit the doers close 
and 
the instinctive desirp I* for a 


fofeign market. It is true there are 
unlimited undeveloped resources to 
'Which the capitalist might turn. But 


embark on any new enterprise 


when Uwrt would b« no consumption 
(or the thing that would be produced? 
So the world of the capitalist is per 
force limited like the world of the oper- 
ative who works In the capitalist'b fac- 
tory. There is nothing to do but wait 
until the surplus la consumed, largely 
by 
the 
leisure 
and 
professional 


classes and by the operative whose 
proven honesty secures him credit at 
the retailer's until "good times" re- 
turn, which means until he has con- 
sumed what he has produced. There 
is absolutely no opportunity for labor 
to take advantage of natural resources 
and no incentive to capital to do it and 
so the worlds of both are artlflcally but 
effectively limited. This is true, we 
believe, of such industries as the cot- 
ton and wool industries, and of all 
similar spheres of human activity. 


It Js because of this that we term 


this country limited though 
it 
is 


teeming with natural resources await- 
ing the developing touch of labor. And 
it is because of this there is found 
among the capitalist class a sentiment 
favoring expansion 
for 
material or 


trade ends. It does not mean that 
there has not been vast social improve- 
ment or that social improvement has 
stopped, but it does mean that the 
strain and limiting forces of our sys- 
tem have never before been so heavily 
felt

king, but \\lien Admiral Kautz arrived 
on the scene, he declai ed that the Berlin 
treaty had been violated, and after a 
conference with all parties interested, 
it was agreed between the American and 
British consuls to repudiate so much of 
an agreement as they had made with the 
German consul and to resist Mataafa. 
saying that what they had done had 
been done merely to avert riot and 
anarchy. 


Mr. Ti fpp is allowed wide discretion in 


negotiating with the other commission- 
ers for a new scheme of government for 
the islands It is suggested that the new 
plan will differ from the present one 
principally in eliminating the natives as 
a factor, and especially in their nominal 
claim of naming the king-. If the com- 
missioners cannot agree, the matter will 
revert to diplomatic channels. 


After hearing yesterday from the 


British and German embassies, the state 
department was enabled to announce 
positively and finally that the three 
parties to the Berlin treaty had agreed 
upon the instructions to be given their 
Sampan commissioners, and that it was 
certain that thg commission would leave 
San Francisco on the 25th on the Badger 
tor Samoa.

It must toe dealt with In a spirit 
of respect for property rights. Above 
all, let us remember that life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness are infinitely 
more important to the welfare of our 
country than the Interests of incorporat- 
ed w*alth of all its people."

Dear Sir:—After conferring upon the 


question presented by your committee, 
it appears to us impossible to make 
any change in our plan for collecting 
New England checks, without entirely 
demolishing the whole scheme. If we 
once admitted the principal that dif- 
ferent tiroes for remittance are to be 
allowed, it will be impossible to carry 
out the plan with any appearance of 
fairness, and besides would produce 
endless confusion here. 


The only way that the Boston banks 


could continue to collect New England 
checks at par for their various cor- 
respondents, without a loss to them- 
selves more severe than they could 
bear, now that rates of interest seern 
permanently to be lowered, is to have 
an immediate remittance at pal-. We 
have every reason to desire that the 
plan shall be carried out with as little 
annoyance as possible, but we do not 
hue any other alternative than the im- 
mediate return of the money by the out 
of town banks, or the placing of such 
places as cannot be so collected on a 
list as places td be collected only at a 
discount. "We hope not to be tailed on 
to consider the latter side of the ques- 
tion and I do not wish to give you the 
impression thai it has been formally 
considered. It is simply spoken of as 
a matter to be considered if the other 
plan does not succeed. 


All the Boston bank officers, who had 


the pleasure of meeting your commit- 
tee, appreciated very highly the cour- 
tesy and fairness with which you stated 
your position, and we much regret that 
the conditions are such as to make it 
impossible for us to advise any con- 
cessions.

Flood 


CoverMiaeat Loit ThoManda of Pe- 
loa Wm«« UBtrUlikft-ly From Na- 
tive* by Syaniarda. 


' An official report just made to Gen- 
eral Ludlow, military governor of Ha- 
vana, in regard to municipal finances, 
throws a flood ef light on the methods 
of taxation adopted by the Spaniards. 
The statistics used in the report are all 
from official sources and cover a period 
of eight years before tho last rebellion 
upset the condition of things on the 
island. The income of the city in normal 
times amounted to about $2,000,000 
annually. From water rents the aver- 
age income was $372,000; from the 
three markets, $145,000; from slaughter 
houses, $138,000, and from small items, 
$6,000. That aggregated $561,000, the 
remainder being raised by direct taxa- 
tion in one way or another. 


1 
The largest item from taxes was 


$676,000, which was derived from the 
tax on the consumption of meat. The 
tax on real estate averaged only $190,- 


i 000. An industrial tax was imposed by 
the state upon all persons and indus- 


! tries, and the city, in addition, imposed 
, another tax of the same kind upon the 


i same persons and industrial, which tax 
j aggregated $234,000. Then there were 


I some industrial taxes imposed by the 


I city, though not by the state, which 
1 aggregated $104,000. As indicating the 
effect of the rebellion, the consumption 
tax on meat fell off nearly one-half for 
the year 1897-8, as compared with the 
normal aggregate. This outrageous tax 
has been abolished by a recent decree of 
Governor General Brooke. The land tax 


, revenue increased from $140,000 in 


1893 to $328,000 in 1897. The tax on 
industries more than doubled in the 
same time. About $14/000 a year was 
raised by a tax for cednla or personal 
citizenship certificates. That tax has 
also been abolished. 


Among the taxes was one on the con- 


sumption of charcoal and coke, every 
ton consumed having to pay a certain 
amount of tax. Every person who kept 
a horse for pleasure had to pay a tax 
according to the size of the horse. A 
small horse paid a tax of $5 per year; if 
the horse was 6% "high," the tax was 
$10, and if above that height. $15. All 
American horses had to pay a tax of 
$80 a year, which completely excluded 
horses from the United States. 


The water rate is based upon the as- 


sessed rental value of a house, being $30 
per annum for a pipe of 8 millimeters in 
diameter, if the assessed rental of the 
house is less than $34 per month. On 
all other houses the water tax is $40 
per annum, providing water is taken. 
Houses not known to nave a water con- 
nection paid DJ rent. But the commis- 
sion estimated that at least 1,000 
houses get water fraudulently by a con- 
necting pipe with some adjacent house 
which has a legtimate connection. 
Here comes in another characteristic- 
phase of Spanish rule. The commission 
found that 1,324 houses receive water 
gratuitously. 
The owners of these 


houses in 1859-61 paid small sums of 
money, from $20QJ;o $600 each, to the 
Spanish government, in return for 
which they were granted the free use 
of water. The city has lost $45,000 a 
year because of this gift of water to 
private persons. 


The Vento canal, which brings the 


water to the city, cost $13,000,000. 
One-eighth of the water is consumed by 
those who get it gratuitously as a result 
of the small gifts they made to the gov- 
ernment 40 years ago. It is estimated 
that $35,000 more is lost to tho city 
from the fraudulent use of water. The 
water is furnished to the suburbs of 
Vedado and Carmelo by contractors, 
each of whom pays the city $1,000 per 
annum and each of whom collects from 
consumers $16,000. In the same way 
the shipping in the harbor is furnished 
with water by a contractor who pays 
the city $16,750 and who gets an in- 
definite sum from the shipping, sup- 
posed to amount to several times the 
sum he pays to the city. 


The commission reports that if every- 


body who uses the water were made to 
pay proportionately for what he con- 
sumed the revenue from water rates 
would be at least one-third great- 
er. This matter of favoritism runs 
through the whole city finances. The 
Spanish bank collected the rentals for 
water and for the markets and the 
taxes imposed at the slaughter houses. 
The city paid the bank all of the ex- 
penses for collection and in addition 3 
per cent comrristion. Altogether the 
bank got 6 per cent or more of the col- 
lections. In this way the bank made an 
enormous profit out of its city business 
and a similar profit out of its business 
for the state. 


The three city markets furnish an- 


other illustration of Spanish methods 
The Colon market was constructed by 
contractors, who paid the city $10,000 
a year for the privilege, the contract 
to last until the year 1923. They get 
from the persons who use the market 
several times over what they pay to the 
city. Christina market, whick is the 
smallest one in the city, brings a reve- 
nue of $40,000. and Tacon market 
Brings in a revenue of $90,000. But 
Colon market, which is probably as val- 
uable as the Tacon market, pays only 
$10,000. the balance going into the 
pockets of contractors. 


All animals have to be slaughtered at 


the public slaughter bouses, and there 
was a tax of $1 a bead on cattle and 
bogs, and €0 cents on sheep for the use 
of the slaughter bouse and an additional 
tax of 36 cents on hogs and 12 cents on 


sheep for the privilege of taking tnem 
to the market. No city tax was imposed 
for the privilege of taking beeves to 
the market, but by special privilege 
grained a long time ago the O'Reilly 
family were granted the right to collect 
inch a tax on cattle. Aa they made no 
return to the city, bow much they col- 
lected ia not known.' This bead tax on 
nniroala bj^nght ia $188,000 a year. 
Under American control it has bee»at 
the rate of $110;000 per annum, but 
General Brooke has recently issued a 
4ecr.ee snaeunjr avay .ilipoe taxea (In-

FOUND BURIED TREASURE. 


A Texan Exblbiti Gold Doubloons 


and Jewelry. 


Buried treasure of great value was 


dug up in a pasture a mile or two south 
of Devine, near San Antonio, Tex., a 
few daye ago. The value of the treasure 
will amount to thousands of dollars. 
Tho finder, for obvious reasons, does not 
wish the amount to be known. Noticing 
a look of doubt upon the correspond- 
ent's face, the finder said: 


"Look here. This is gome of the 


stuff," taking from his pocket a hand- 
ful of Spanish gold doubloons and a 
jeweled ebony cross about 3% or 4 
inches long. 


"How many boxes or kegs or pots 


did you dig up?" was asked.

I tell 
you, I've struck it rich. I don't know 
what's in the kegs or in the iron box."

some as far back as 1700. Over 1,000 
doubloons have been counted.—Cor.

THE PHILIPPINES. 


JTsf Spanish rule these taxes were often 
farmed out at so much per day. From 
1894-7, $3,230 per day was paid by 
a contractor for the privilege of collect- 
ing the consumption tax on meat and 
the head tax on animals. 


The taxes on land in the city have 


never been large, probably for the rea- 
son that it was nearly all owned by the 
Spaniards. The tax on land is based on 
the assessed rental or income value of 
the land, which assessment is made by 
persons appointed by the treasury de- 
partment. The total tax on land in Ha- 
vana averaged about 1M per cent of 
its fee value. Twenty-five per cent of 
the assessed rental value is allowed for 
repairs and improvements and the tax 
is imposed on the remainder, which is 
called tbo net rental value. 


All taxes are collected by contractors 


or by the Spanish bank. The bank getb 
f per cent and cost of collection in ad 
dition. The contractors get 5 per cent 
in some cases and a good deal more ii< 
other cases. The state collects its own 
taxes, and the city does the same. They 
are collected quarterly. If all collec- 
tions were made at one time by the city, 
as is done in the United States, there 
would be a very great saving. 


The state gets four times as much 


from the tax on real estate in the city 
as does the municipality. That is con- 
tary to the American system and will 
probably be changed. The city taxes or 
did tax animals, cockfighting, bullfight- 
ing, dancing in public or private places, 
carts, carriages and wagons, coaches, 
ball games, billiards, cards and a thou- 
sand and one things of that kind. No 
person can go hunting without a license. 


A sum aggregating $4,079 a year is 


derived from a contract which permits 
the contractor to charge for the use of 
seats in the public squares aad prom- 
enades. This is an'abomination that 
still exists and is the cause of no little 
trouble. AH the seats in the public 
squares and 'parks belong to, this con- 
tractor, and he charges 10 cents for the 
nge of one, which excludes the poor. 
Many soldiers and other persons who 
sit down in the parks and then are asked 
to pay 10 cents for the seats naturally 
refuse, whereupon the police are called 
to compel payment. It is an abomina- 
tion that General Ludlow or whoever 
has the authority should at once do 
•way with, regardless of the contract 
which the Spanish government made 
and which has several years yet to ran. 


From the sale of food and drink and 


the rent of private rooms, etc., to pris- 
oners in the jail the city derives an in- 
come of severnl thousand dollars a year. 
Every etore is taxed $10 a year, regard- 
less of its size. Every handbill is taxed 
according to its size.

GUAM FOLKS TO SEE LUXURY 


Vine Appointment* of Teasel on 
| Which Governor Lenry Will Sail. 


The gunboat Yosemite, which is to 


carry the governor general of Guam, 
Captain Bichard P. Leary, U. S. N., 
and his garrison of marines to the far- 
away Pacific island, arrived at the navy 
yard in Brooklyn the other morning 
from Hampton Eoads. She was delayed 
for several hours on the trip up by the 
discovery that there was a piece of cot- 
ton waste plugged in her low pressure 
cylinder.

It is expected that the Yosemite will

The furni- 
ture and appointments are luxurious, 
and the rooms are known as the "gov- 
eriJor's section."

Besides the governor general and his 
official 'family, the 5Tosemite will carry 
A garrison of 135 marines, under Major 
A. C. Hilton. She will aleo have a 
brass band of ten men, which is to give 
concerts in front of the governor's 
palace.

Inhabitants of Guam, which ia prac- 
tically the only inhabited island of the 
Ladrones. The government has allowed 
Captain Leary $10,000 to maintain his 
establishment as governor. It is desired 
to make an impression on the people of 
Guam of the wealth and strength of 
the nation under whose flag they are to 
live.—New York Herald.

Material There. 


The gunboat Yosemite will carry to 


Gnam the nucleus of an American colo- 
ny. Elaborate arrangements have been 
made to establish a flourishing station 
with every possible complement of mod- 
ern enterprise and thrift. The sh.p has 
in her cargo such appliances as wind- 
mills and a large quantity of building 
material, 'ready for instant erection. 
Reports will be made of the situation 
there as soon as the Yosemite arrives, 
and another vessel will leave the United 
States with additional material for the 
new colony. The final i ns will depend 
largely upon the results of our prelimi- 
nary occupation of the island and the 
needs as they develop under the observa- 
tion of our naval ofilcers there.

tion is a subject which will be present- 
ed to the next congress, with recom- 
mendations from the secretary of the 
navy, who will by that time be in a 
position to outline tha plans of the gov- 
ernment and report on the needs of the 
station. It may be deemed advisable to 
make Guam a station for repairs and 
the less important class of work on ship- 
board which cannot be done with the 
ship's force and which does not war- 
rant taking a vessel a long distance to 
a regular dockyard. — Philadelphia 
Press.

Ate Sausage and Died, 


The little town of Washington hashad 
sensation for the past few days, in 
the death of the member of a family 
named Stone. The death followed the 
eating of a quantity of sausages which 
had caused the entire family to have 
symptoms of poisoning. The sausages 
were bought and peddled by a Wash- 
ington meat dealer. He bought 
the 


joods in Springfield of a reliable deal- 
er and had been using the same kind 
of sausages all the winter. 


In the family of Stone several meals 


of sausage eating, were followed by 
the serious illness of one child and the 
sickness of the entire family. The child 
died. The physician who attended the 
family decided that death was due to 
the sausages and asked Assistant Med- 
ical Examiner Colt to investigate. 


Dr. Colt found that the child had 


partaken of the sausages a number of 
times and he was of the opinion that 
the death was due as much to the diet 
as to the condition of the sausages. The 
child was two years old. It may have 
been that the meat used in the manu- 
facture of the sausages was not in 
proper condition. The entire family had 
unmistakable symptoms of poisoning. 
They vomited considerably and 
all 


symptoms led to conclusive evidence 
of poisoning. 


Dr. Colt does not think that there 


was any criminal intent in the case. He 
believes that the sausages were unfit 
for use and that over-eating of the 
meat caused the child's death. Several 
other families in the vicinity of the 
Stone family were afflicted after eating 
the sausages.
